To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  , 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  district. 

During  1954  there  were  717  confirmed  cases  of  notifiable  Infection, 
a number  considerably  less  than  at  any  time  since  1950.  This  satisfac- 
tory state  of  affairs  was  marred  by  the  fact  that  388  of  these  notifications 
referred  to  whooping  cough.  The  epidemic,  the  largest  the  district 
has  had  since  notification  of  whooping  cough  became  compulsory, 
commenced  in  the  March  quarter  and  reached  its  peak  during  the 
summer  months.  The  number  of  notifications  was  boosted  by  the  fact 
that  pernasal  swabs  were  taken  by  the  health  department  in  all  sus- 
picious or  doubtful  cases.  An  approach  was  made  to  the  County  Council 
the  Immunisation  Authority,  regarding  the  possibility  of  introducing 
whooping  cough  immunisation  within  the  area,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  the  Local  Health  Authority  have  approved  in  principle  this 
method  of  prevention.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  note  what  effect  immun- 
isation has  in  preventing  future  epidemics. 

There  were  88  cases  of  confirmed  scarlet  fever  notified  during 
the  year,  the  vast  majority  of  which  were  very  mild  in  type.  Most 
cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  and  included  three  adult  females. 

A special  section  in  the  report  has  been  devoted  to  the  97  cases  of 
dysentery  which  occurred  during  the  year,  predominantly  in  early 
summer. 

A report  has  been  included  on  the  outbreak  of  virus  influenza  which 
occurred  in  school  children  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  reference 
has  been  made  in  the  body  of  the  report  to  the  21  cases  of  food  poisoning 
which  occurred. 

The  only  case  of  poliomyelitis  which  occurred  during  the  year 
is  the  subject  of  a special  paragraph. 

The  removal  of  three  aged  persons  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  again  a regrettable  duty.  It  is, 
however,  a matter  of  some  satisfaction  that  the  County  Council  hope 
in  the  near  future,  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  the  old  people  living 
in  this  district,  by  building  a “ Purpose  designed  ” Home  with  single 
and  double  bedrooms,  mainly  on  the  ground  floor.

Both  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  show  a slight  increase  over 
the  previous  year,  and  are  still  below  the  average  for  the  District  for 
the  last  five  years,  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  and  that 
of  the  County  of  Nottinghamshire. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  difference  between  the  rates  for  1954 
and  1953  is  insignificant,  representing  one  more  death  and  one  more 
birth  in  1954  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  446  deaths  occurring  within  the  district,  51.34%  occurred 
in  people  over  the  age  of  70,  and  75.33%  occurred  amongst  individuals 
who  had  passed  their  60th  birthday. 

The  following  Table  compares  the  Birth,  Death  and  Infantile 
Mortality  Rates  for  the  district  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole,  and  with  the  average  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottingham-

20  children  died  before  the  age  of  one  year,  and  of  these,  16  oc- 
curred in  the  neonatal  period. 

It  will  be  observed  that  75%  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  children 
who  were  born  prematurely  and/or  who  suffered  from  congenital 
defects. 

Five  children  died  of  respiratory  infections,  and  of  these  one  died 
on  the  second  day  of  life,  having  also  a congenital  defect  of  the  lung. ' 
Another  child  who  died  at  the  eighth  month  also  had  a congenital  defect. 

While  the  rise  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  regretted  it  is 
to  be  observed  that  the  number  of  stillbirths  has  fallen  to  half. 

Any  appreciable  reduction  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  de- 
pendent on  discovering  the  causes  of  congenital  defects  and  of  prema- 
turity and  if  possible  preventing  their  occurrence. 

The  question  of  respiratory  infections  is  a difficult  one,  as  in 
early  infancy,  what  seems  a minor  ailment  may  increase  in  severity 
over  a few  hours,  with  fatal  results.  Preventive  measures,  therefore, 
must  include  instructing  the  mother  in  the  elements  of  child  care  and 
hygiene,  and  in  re-housing  where  necessary.

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
have  a comprehensive  co-ordinated  Ambulance  Service  covering  the 
whole  of  the  administrative  County  Area. 


The  ambulance  requirements  of  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
Urban  District  are  in  the  main  covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel 
of  the  Beeston  Ambulance  Depot.  The  vehicle  establishment  of  this 
Depot  is  four  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  car.

Methods  by  which  the  Public  may  obtain  an  Ambulance  : — 

(a)  In  Emergency.  Dial  “ O ” (or  999  where  the  appropriate 
facility  has  been  provided — the  disc  on  the  instrument  will 
indicate  this)  and  ask  for  “ Ambulance.”  The  telephone 
number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument,  and  the  caller’s 
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name  and  address  should  be  given  when  requested.  The 
Exchange  will  connect  the  caller  with  the  main  station 
concerned.  The  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address 
(or  exact  location  in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  the 
ambulance  should  be  sent,  should  be  clearly  stated. 

All  urgent  calls  for  accidents,  sudden  illness  or  maternity 
will  be  answered  without  question,  and  the  Main  Station 
will  provide  an  ambulance  either  directly  or  through  a 
Sub-Station. 

(b)  Non-Urgent  Calls.  These  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  by  dialling  or  asking  for  Nottingham 
88771.  Such  calls,  including  routine  hospital  attendances, 
etc.,  will  only  be  accepted  when  supported  by  a recommen- 
dation as  to  need  from  a Doctor,  Nurse,  Midwife,  Dentist, 
or  other  responsible  person.  The  following  information 
should  be  given  by  a person  making  a call : — 

His  or  her  name  and  address. 

Name  and  address  of  patient. 

Patient  to  be  conveyed  from 

to (Place  or  address  in  each  case) 

Time  and  date  of  ambulance  required. 

Type  of  case  or  nature  of  illness. 

In  these  cases  as  much  notice  as  possible  should  be  given. 
The  Use  of  Messengers. 

Instead  of  telephoning,  messengers  may  be  sent 
direct  to  any  station,  sub-station  or  depot,  but  in 
emergency  the  method  described  above  is  preferable. 
It  is  to  be  emphasised  that  the  dial  “ O ” or  “ 999  ” method 
should  never  be  used  except  in  circumstances  of  urgency. 
The  service  is  free  and  no  payment  should  be  proffered  to 
drivers  or  attendants. 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  provided  only  for  those  patients  who  really  require 
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it.  Before  recommending  a patient  for  ambulance  transport 
otherwise  than  in  emergency,  doctors,  midwives,  nurses, 
dentists  and  others  should  therefore  be  satisfied  that  the 
patient  could  not,  owing  to  illness  or  disability,  reasonably 
be  expected  to  travel  by  public  transport.  The  ambulance 
service  may  be  abused  at  the  expense  of  a patient  where 
need  is  desperate — and  at  the  cost  of  his  life.

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Home  Help  Service 

At  the  time  of  writing,  seven  full  time  and  17  part  time  Home 
Helps  are  employed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  this 
district. 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  services  is  now 
2/9  per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is 
applied  in  cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  afford  the  standard 
charge. 

A Sub-Organiser  and  a Case-Worker  are  employed  in  this  district 
and  have  office  accommodation  at  Dovecote  Lane  Clinic,  Beeston. 
The  telephone  number  is  Beeston  256603.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  now  two  fifty-place  non-residential  Day  Nurseries 
within  the  district,  one  at  Stapleford  and  one  at  Beeston. 

There  are  still  short  waiting  lists  for  both  Nurseries. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required.

(b)  Provided  by  Other  Bodies 

Rheumatism  Clinic 

A Rheumatism  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwell  Memorial  Hall  is  run 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment,  two  sessions  being  held  weekly, 
on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  evening  and  Saturday  afternoon  during 
the  months  October  to  May. 

Patients  are  treated  on  production  of  a Doctor’s  certificate  ; three 
masseurs  (two  from  the  General  Hospital  and  one  from  the  Red 
Cross  Detachment)  being  engaged. 

Nursing  in  The  Home 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the 
household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is 
available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases 
at  home. 

2.  General.  There  are  nine  district  nurses  operating  in  the  dis- 
trict, four  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association,  three  by  the 
Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing  Association,  and  two 
by  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association.  These  Associations  function 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service.  A 
small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes  is  kept  at  the 
Health  Department,  Beeston. 

Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcole  continues  to  function.  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  Medical 
Officers,  School  Medical  Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
are  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  Special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Bramcote  Park  for  treatment. 

The  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  with  Benzyl  Benzoate. 
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A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  for  whom  the  normal  25% 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  is  still  supplied  free  to  cases  of  Pediculosis. 

Health  Education 

Your  Officers  in  this  Department  continue  to  give  lectures  on 
suitable  Health  Subjects  to  various  organisations  within  the  area. 

In  Beeston  and  Chilwell,  Mothers’  Clubs  continue  to  prosper. 

The  membership  of  the  Beeston  Club  remains  at  about  100.  The 
Club  was  run  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Cockin,  S.R.N., 
S.C.M.,  H.V. 

The  members  meet  weekly,  usually  on  alternate  Mondays,  Tues- 
days and  Wednesdays  and  the  programme  is  both  educational  and 
social. 

Various  Educational  meetings  continue  to  be  held,  and  are  well 
attended,  among  the  subjects  discussed  being  : 

Health  Education — the  Parent’s  responsibility 

Economics 

Welfare  of  the  Aged.

The  social  activities  of  the  Club  were  wide  and  varied,  and  mone- 
tary contributions  were  made  to  the  Old  People  of  the  district,  and  to 
a Fund  for  Greek  Children.

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SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 
procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  reports  regarding 
the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  removal 
to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to  follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect. 

The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 

Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff 
is  requested.

DIPHTHERIA 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  since  1952. 

At  the  31st  December,  1954,  10,118  children  under  15  years  of 
age  were  protected  against  diphtheria  by  immunisation.  This  figure 
represents  85.3%  of  the  total  children  in  that  age  group. 

There  is  little  danger  of  an  epidemic  within  the  area  while  this 
satisfactory  figure  is  maintained,  but  the  fact  that  there  were  176  con- 
firmed cases  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  year,  and  our  own 
experience  in  past  years,  especially  1949,  emphasises  the  fact  that  the 
non-immuniscd  child  is  still  vulnerable  to  this  very  serious  infection. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION- 

This  function  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  acting,  with  the  consent  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  as 
an  Agent  of  the  County  Council.

POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  year  three  notifications  of  Poliomyelitis  were  received, 
one  of  which  was  subsequently  confirmed. 

This  child,  who  now  attends  day  school,  shows  no  stigmata  and 
takes  part  in  all  school  activities. 
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DYSENTERY 

97  confirmed  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred  during  the  year.  These 
included  two  major  outbreaks,  the  first  occurring  in  the  Stapleford 
Nursery  in  March,  when  three  staff  and  10  children  were  affected. 

These  cases  were  isolated  until  two  consecutive  negative  samples 
were  obtained. 

73  samples  were  examined  in  all. 

Children  who  showed  no  manifestations  were  not  examined,  but 
were  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Nursery.  Each  member  of  the  staff 
was  examined. 

The  second  outbreak  occurred  in  the  Beeston  Day  Nursery 
commencing  in  May,  when  three  of  the  staff  and  33  children  were 
found  to  be  harbouring  the  organism. 

230  samples  and  rectal  swabs  were  taken,  and  wherever  positive, 
cases  were  excluded  until  two  consecutive  negative  results  were  ob- 
tained. 

Only  a small  proportion  of  those  harbouring  the  organism  actually 
showed  manifestations  of  the  illness,  and  in  spite  of  treatment  a few 
of  the  children  remained  positive  until  well  into  July. 

In  both  epidemics  all  cases  were  notified  to  the  General  Practi- 
tioners concerned,  with  the  request  that  adequate  treatment  be  given. 

The  Beeston  epidemic  especially  showed  how  difficult  it  is  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  this  infection  once  established  in  a Nursery,  even  where  all 
possible  precautions  are  taken,  and  also  manifested  the  high  percentage 
of  carriers  which  occur  in  any  outbreak. 

Dysentery  is  a preventable  disease,  and  epidemics  can  be  prevented 
by  the  strict  application  of  simple  hygienic  principles.  In  neither  of 
the  above  mentioned  epidemics  was  a food  handler  found  to  be  re- 
sponsible. 

May  I reiterate  that  the  need  of  personal  cleanliness  cannot  be 
too  strongly  emphasised,  and  should  be  observed  not  only  by  food 
handlers  but  by  the  public  at  large  ; the  washing  of  hands  after  toilet 
by  adults  and  children  alike  ; the  boiling  of  infant’s  diapers  in  a special 
container  (in  a previous  outbreak  the  kitchen  sink  was  used)  ; the 
cleansing  of  the  lavatory  seat,  which  young  children  hold  on  to  for 
support,  to  mention  but  three. 

The  Public  Health  action  taken  in  the  dysentery  epidemics  oc- 
curring in  the  Day  Nurseries  was  different  on  each  occasion,  and  I 
am  convinced  that  the  methods  used  for  the  1951  epidemic  gave  the 
most  satisfactory  results.  In  this  epidemic,  all  the  children  attending 
the  Nursery  were  examined  for  the  organism,  and  those  who  did  not 
show  the  infection  were  excluded  from  the  Nursery  until  all  cases 
had  ceased  to  give  positive  results.

FOOD  POISONING 

During  the  year  there  were  21  corrected  notifications  of  Food 
Poisoning,  consisting  of  17  single  cases  and  two  small  outbreaks  of 
two  cases  each. 

The  cause  of  the  outbreaks  remained  undiscovered,  while  in  the 
five  single  cases  the  cause  was  found  to  be  Salmonella  Typhi-murium. 

The  cases  were  fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year. 

In  no  case  was  the  source  of  infection  discovered. 


INFLUENZA 

In  late  October,  a few  cases,  influenza-like  in  nature,  occurred  in 
Bramcote  Hills  Modern  Secondary  School  for  Boys,  and  by  the  middle 
of  November  some  200  cases  were  reported  from  the  school  which 
draws  its  pupils  from  a wide  catchment  area  within  the  district. 

The  numbers  subsequently  waned,  and  during  the  week  ended 
December  3rd  there  were  no  new  cases  from  this  school.  The  infection 
had  however  in  the  meanwhile  spread  to  other  schools  in  the  area, 
affecting  mainly  children  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  eight,  the 
incidence  being  apparently  much  less  in  the  infant  schools. 

Blood  samples  from  a number  of  convalescent  boys  at  Bramcote 
Hills  School  were  submitted  for  examination  by  the  Nottingham 
Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  results  were  strongly  suggestive  that 
the  outbreak  was  caused  by  an  Influenza  “ B ” virus. 

The  epidemic  reached  its  apparent  peak  on  the  26th  November, 
1954,  when  1,515  school  children  were  reported  absent  because  of 
this  infection.  By  the  3rd  December,  although  1,026  children  were 
still  absent,  there  had  been  only  434  new  cases  reported  in  the  week. 

The  severity  of  the  disease  seems  to  have  varied  from  the  mild 
to  the  moderate,  and  the  average  duration  of  incapacity  would  appear 
to  be  within  three  to  seven  days. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry,  the  symptomatology  of  eighty- 
seven  boys  in  the  Bramcote  Hills  Secondary  Modern  School,  and 
seventy-eight  girls  in  the  County  Secondary  School  for  Girls,  Nether 
Street,  was  investigated  and  reported  to  all  interested  parties. 
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THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  move  three  aged  people  in 
need  of  care  and  attention  to  appropriate  Institutions.  On  the  4th 
March,  1954,  the  Fire  Service  reported,  following  a fire  in  a house, 
that  the  occupant,  a woman  of  72  years  of  age  was  in  need  of  care. 

She  was  found  to  be  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  grossly  lacking 
in  personal  hygiene,  and  quite  unable  to  look  after  herself.  She  was 
removed  to  Part  III  accommodation  in  the  County,  where  she  was 
discovered  to  be  suffering  from  gangrene  of  the  legs,  and  was  removed 
to  hospital. 

On  the  23rd  April,  1954,  it  was  necessary  to  remove  to  hospital 
an  aged  man  who  was  ill,  incontinent,  and  living  in  lodgings.  He  died 
in  hospital. 

On  the  8th  October,  1954,  it  was  necessary  to  remove  an  aged 
woman,  who  was  disoriented  in  time  and  place,  from  unhygienic 
conditions  in  Stapleford,  and  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  She  is  at 
present  in  Part  III  accommodation  in  the  County. 

Other  aged  persons  during  the  year  were  referred  to  the  Home 
Help  Service,  and  their  conditions  are  being  kept  under  constant  review.

REPORT  OF  THE 

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  1954. 

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Beeston  and  Stapleford 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  during  1954.  It  is  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  as  your 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  volume  of  wmrk  for  which  this  Department  is  responsible 
has  been  considerably  increased  during  the  past  year,  primarily  in 
the  most  important  fields  of  Housing  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  came  into  operation 
on  the  30th  August,  1954,  and  Part  1 of  the  Act  required  the  Council 
to  submit  for  the  Minister’s  approval,  within  12  months,  proposals  for 
dealing  with  the  houses  in  the  area  which  appear  to  them  to  be  unfit 
and  liable  to  demolition.  At  the  time  of  writing,  these  proposals  have 
reached  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
approximately  400  houses  will  need  to  be  so  dealt  with.  It  is  thought 
that  this  programme  will  be  carried  out  within  five  years,  but  this  will 
depend  on  the  rate  at  which  it  is  possible  for  new  Council  houses  to 
be  made  available  for  displaced  tenants. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair.  Part  2 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act,  1954,  makes  provision  for  the  rents  of  certain  houses  let 
under  controlled  tenancies  to  be  increased  if  the  houses  are  in  good 
repair  and  if  the  landlords  have  carried  out  repair  work  to  the  value 
specified  in  the  2nd  Schedule  to  the  Act. 

Any  tenant  who  has  received  a notice  of  increase  of  rent  under 
these  provisions  may  apply  to  the  Local  Authority  for  a certificate 
that  either  or  both  of  the  above  conditions  are  not  fulfilled. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1954  only  12  applications  for  such  certificates 
of  disrepair  had  been  received. 

Meat  Inspection.  Early  in  the  year  it  was  announced  that  de- 
control of  the  Meat  and  Livestock  Industry  would  take  place  on  the 
2nd  July  and  the  responsibility  for  seeing  that  sufficient  slaughtering 
accommodation  was  available  for  the  needs  of  the  district  was  placed 
on  the  Local  Authority. 

The  only  slaughterhouse  in  this  area  which  was  considered  at  all 
suitable  for  use  was  that  owned  by  the  Stapleford  and  Sandiacre 
Co-operative  Society,  which,  it  was  felt,  would  provide  all  the  accom- 
modation necessary  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

It  was  at  first  intended  to  use  this  as  a public  abattoir  and  it  was 
in  fact  so  used  for  some  months  whilst  negotiations  were  being  carried 
on  with  the  Stapleford  and  Sandiacre  Co-operative  Society,  but  finally 
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the  Council  decided  to  grant  the  Co-operative  Society  a licence,  and  it 
is  now  operated  directly  by  them. 

Every  one  of  the  animals  killed  there  has  been  inspected  by  your 
Inspectors,  although  this  has  necessitated  a considerable  amount  of 
of  work  outside  normal  duty  hours.  A table  showing  the  details  of 
animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  is  set  out  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Some  years  ago  this  Authority  made 
application  to  the  Minister  to  become  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  as 
it  was  felt  that  they  could  carry  out  these  duties  more  economically 
and  with  less  duplication  of  inspections  and  travelling  than  could  the 
County  Council.  The  Minister  did  not,  at  that  time,  see  fit  to  comply 
with  the  Council’s  request,  but  following  the  publication  of  the  1951 
Census  figures,  and  despite  the  County  Council’s  application  to  retain 
the  duties,  this  Authority  did  indeed  become  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
for  its  own  area  from  the  1st  April,  1955. 

I would  however  like  to  thank  Mr.  Gregory,  the  Chief  Food  and 
Drugs  Inspector  of  the  County  Council  for  the  ready  co-operation 
given  to  me  by  his  Department  in  Food  and  Drugs  matters  whilst  the 
County  Council  were  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  “D” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  no  complaints  have  been  received.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Refuse  Collection.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  our  refuse 
collection  arrangements  and  no  new  vehicles  have  been  purchased 
during  the  year  when  the  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  continued 
to  function  efficiently.  In  the  early  months  of  1955,  however,  despite 
the  undoubted  benefits  of  our  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme,  the 
labour  situation  became  so  acute  that  we  were  unable  to  maintain  our 
weekly  collection.  At  the  time  of  writing,  however,  conditions  have 
improved  considerably.  Our  fleet  of  vehicles  still  comprises  :

Refuse  Disposal  is  carried  out  by  separation  and  incineration. 
The  dust  control  plant  mentioned  last  year  has  now  been  installed  and 
the  mens’  working  conditions  have  improved  very  materially. 

Better  messing  and  cleansing  facilities  have  also  been  provided 
and  are  being  extensively  used. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Materials.  Our  vigorous  policy  of  salvage  col- 
lection has  been  continued  during  the  year  and  once  more  the  weight 
of  materials  salvaged  reached  a new  high  total  of  1,970  tons,  an  in- 
crease of  55  tons  on  last  year. 

The  sale  of  these  materials  realised  12,629,  which  represents  an 
increase  of  ;£1556  on  1953-54.  The  profit  on  salvage  for  the  year 
(ended  31/3/55)  amounted  to  equivalent  to  a 5. Id.  rate. 

A new  Powell  Paper  Baler  has  been  installed  and  is  working  satis- 
factorily, and  another  long-felt  want  has  been  satisfied  by  the  instal- 
lation of  a weighbridge. 

The  following  table  taken  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  published  costing  return,  shows  the  costs  of  the  refuse 
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collection  and  disposal  services  in  this  district  as  compared  with  the 
average  for  other  Local  Authorities  of  a comparable  size  for  the  year 
ended  31.3.54.

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE 

The  Rodent  Officer  has  dealt  most  effectively  with  all  complaints 
received  during  the  year,  as  well  as  carrying  out  survey  work  in  the 
district.  As  before,  all  treatments  of  domestic  premises  were  carried 
out  free  of  charge,  those  in  business  premises  being  charged  for,  in 
accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
from  whom  half  the  cost  of  this  service  is  recovered. 

All  the  district  sewers  were  again  test  baited  and  treated  where 
necessary.  7 of  the  rats  and  mice  trapped  or  poisoned  by  the  Rodent 
Officer  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination 
for  Salmonella,  etc.  All  the  results  were  negative.

Of  these,  54  were  re- 
ported as  entirely  satisfactory. 


Results  of  all  laboratory  tests  of  samples,  whether  favourable  or 
adverse,  were  communicated  to  the  persons  from  whom  the  samples 
were  obtained. 


In  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  sample,  steps  were  taken  with 
the  dairy  concerned  to  try  to  prevent  a recurrence,  and  subsequent 
samples  from  the  same  source  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


On  the  whole,  54  satisfactory  samples  out  of  a total  of  56  can  be 
taken  as  a very  gratifying  result.

Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality 
of  ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory  test 
itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  of  any  given  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on 
a series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period, 
50  per  cent  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per 
cent  into  Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent  into  Grade  3, 
and  none  into  Grade  4. 

The  above  results  can  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory.
